THE PILL 

By Rene Leeler, in London 

• The greatest medical controversy of this generation began, quietly enongh, 
13 years ago in an American laboratory. And, as fate would have it, it began 
with two brilliant people striving for opposite goals through the same means. 



BOTH ram, Dr. John Rock and Dr. 
Gregon- Pincus, were stadjdrg 
two of ihc central mysteries of nature: 
the rhrtbm of life and the basic process 
of creation. 

Dr. Rock was iryijig to put [his rhfthni 
right whL-n ii had ^on^ wrong ta <"iiMhlp 
formerly infertile ivoiul-h lo br^t children. 

Dr. Pinnis, on the other hand, was triinR 
to "stop the clock," at Lean fos a timi!, tu 
law fertile 
wanted pregnaiicin. 

The rciuli wt.v what it known today as 
"tile pilJ,'* a tiny tablet u'hjiJi crjuld change 
the entire family liff of millions of people. 

The tact that niCufe wnrkj rhyiiiniicalJy, 
or in ryrles^ had fascinated and baffled man- 
fcind frnm tftc earliest times. 

Thr man who, millions of yean Si^a^ 
realised thaT nature worked in seasnn^ was 
making the first (Ji-ictwery and i:ver since 
our Jiv'is have been tjominated by this time- 
clock ol cication. 

The- leaf that faJls from (Sie tree enriches ' 
the soil and helpj to pii^dutc another le^f; 
ihe coming of lambE in the spring; the 
^Imon leaping hark into their ViceAtrnl 
riven tQ death and new life—aU ihejje are 
wcil-knDVi-it rxamplu of the fact that mtun- 
works hy the clock. 

The hutnan body, the most rotnplicated

Bixl, as iOun as the treatment was slop- 
ped, the cycle returned to normal and the 
iystem having received a shock, tir a hotastT 
l^i per cent, nf his patients became pregnant 
shortly afterwards alter years of infertility. 

Since nati^ral progesterone had to be 
taken in liirge and impractical quantitit^. 
Amerirnn chemists were an the same lime 
hasy on a proi'ess of synlhelisation. 

From 201) likely .substances the sfieniijU 
eventually cho.ise three steroid rompoimds 
derived from the root nf a plant grovi-in^ 
wild in Mexiio. 

To Dt. Pinru^, Df . Rock's research and thr 
new Kviilhetic hormones meant something 
else' >he pc>S!<il}ililv tliat hormonal iieatmeni 
might, temporarily, "slop the dock" in 
normal women. 

Backed hy the Worcester Foundation for 
Experimental Biology, he begao 3 long and 
exhaustive series of estperiments, hrat on 
animals, then on normal women id Puerto 
Rico and Cilifornia. 

□ne pilli a day was prescribed from the 
fifth day after the start of the menstrual 
fjeriod for Twenty davi. 

One 01 twri days after dosage stopped, 
bleeding occurred, but this was nut due to 
the normal menstrual flow by( to the with- 
drasval of ihe pill. 

A small addition of another hortneitie, 
nesiingeii, made this Itns iDare reguJar and 
n'latively painless. 

Ihen, on the fifth day after the liegin- 
ning of t^li^ new "period," the (rtatmeDt 
was -iiarird again for the ncjit cycle. 

Within a few months an inipresslve bt>dy 
of ividmre w^as arailaiile: Dr. Piniiis* pill 
compleiely ptrs-ented oviilation and fm the 
fir.st time a physiological means of rinitra- 
1 eptton had been dis^:t^^'e^ed w-liich pre- 
vented reprnduciion tiy nnxlifyinjj ihe liine 
MXjiirnn-^ in the h<,'dy'5 own lanciimis talher 
than l)v thr tiw i«f -jn cxTrancous method. 

It also completely infallible: no 

woman w|tn folfowed iostmrriom es-er be- 
came prci^iant dtning treatment.

To those who had long pioneered the 
idea nf faniily planning, the pill looked 
like the dawn of ibe millennium and a 
promising way to solve the world's greatest 
problem: over-poptilatiun. 

All over the world gynaecott^cal expert^;, 
biachcmists, anil sCKial workers began to 
study the pill and its JmpUcations. 

Iti Britain, seven years ago, the Family 
Planning Astsociation set up its own Council 
for the Investigation of Fertility Control 
specifically to study ibe pill, and its Metit- 
cal Secretary, fJr. Eleanor Mears, lecently 
told me: 

"We have c£jnductt!d, and are still con- 
ducting, clinical tests all over the coimtry, 
and Britain Ls the only place where all the 
i-ejfuhs of these tests are centralised ftJr 
Ktndy. 

"There is now no doubt at all that the 
pill M the rm>.^r efficient form of birth- 
control yet d*- vised" 

In the world today over a million women 
rely 011 the pill to plan their families, and! 
in Britain 1 00,0(11) wfjmen do so regularly 
under adviee from Family Planning Ajsn- 
ciatiun clinics and their own family doctors. 

To tfai<i day no one doubts the cBicaey 
of the pill. 

But in this day, too, the ^trangeal thini* 
i.s that no oi3r is yet quite certain just how 
the pill works. 

Only TPrenlly Drs. R. L. Holmes and 
^iVjiita M_ Mandl asked in "The Lancet": 

"Du they (thejsr oral gcftaRensl primarily 
affect the ovary', the pituitary, or tile repn:)- 
dwciive tract? The fitnctional activitv of 
all three could be tnodificd either directly 
or by the chsa^ri. iti the general endcvcrine 
balijnre of the body." 

Short-term 

side effects 

BecAU&e doctors are subject to the same 
emotional prejudices a.i the rcit of os and 
hecaiLse there arc a number nf genuine 
medical daubtj un the part of eitperts whose 
apininn.s must be respected, it is no wonder 
that the ari;ument atxjut Dr. Pincus' ei- 
pltwive little pill is still goitie on. 

What -should we, ordinary mortals, thijik? 

On one aspect of the pill at least, its 
short-term side elTefts^ most aijthnriiies are 
agreed. 

.Since the pitl induces a mate of pseudo- 
pregnanry, albeit in the eartieitt stages, its 
effects are similar. 

A woman taking the pill fnr the first 
time miiiht experience a certain amount of 
pre-meicstniaj icnsioa, a slight mornint; 
nau^sett. perhaps .some abdominal discom- 
fort, and possiibiy some headaches. 



This is a matter of tolerance to the pB 
and most of these minor side effects dis- 
appear after a few weeks. 

Very fein' women find that they have ts 
give up the pill berause of such <li|jlit 
drawhscJss. 

In on<: recent sequence of clinical triiib 
in the United Slates only two vtometi out 
of 150 decided to give up the pill after two 
cycJcs because "it did not agree with theirt." 

In Britain soch side effects tan iho be 
minlnrti.sed by proper merlical super^'isiosi, 
since the eight pills now marktJied ihtre 
have some iiight iiriatioo in their com- 
ponents. 

Is pin safe 
for everybody? 

One particular type, for instance, lendl 
to increase weight in some patiettts. 

Though most doctors agree on the ait 
ctfccts. medical opinion is sharply divided 
wheti it comes to contra-indications, i.e., 
medical reasons why the pill should not be 
tised in cej-tain circutiistance;i. 

I>r. Mears told me: 

"An international commiKee which bH 
becti studying thii question has reeentJf 
slated that there are no absolute coutnt- 
indicaiiont to liie ose of the pill, but we tntr- 
selves {eel that there might be a few pot- 
sit) le ones. 

"We would not give thr pill to woma 
who have bad recent Itvtr disease, for ir 
stance. 

"We don't ktuiw that there would be anjt 
harmful effects in such cases, but there art 
theoretical reasons why use of the pill 
should be ax'oided." 

Family Flaaning ..^.ssodaiion doctors in 
Britain alia agree that the use of the pill 
ihould 1^ discouraged among women wh(> 
are nearing the menopause. 

Withdrawal Weeding dtte to the pill niaski 
the real menstrual How and at a certailt 
ita^e it mi^lit be liiflicolt to detect whether 
the patient had gone through the mcnopaiae 
*)T not. 

So far so good, but when I be§tan talking 
lo othfir doctors aboiTT contra-indicsfiaiis 
I found quite a few who willingly added [* 
the lisi of cajips in which the use of the pill 
svas inadvisable. 

One womao doclor, also prominent in 
the family planning field, told me: 

"There is .some fattit evidence of actitHi 
on the pituitary aiul I wouJd discoursfe 
the use of the pill in women who have had 
eneJOctinological — i.e., glandular — -diseases- 

"I would also eJcrlude it in casci of high 
blood pressure and diabetes . .

# "According to the legend of our people," wrote 
15-year-old part^boriginal Keith Morgtai, of Coraki, 
N.S.W. , "our great ancestors came fom the sea, IVo one 
knows uhere they came from.'*

KEITH, son of Mr. 
Jim Morgan, a fiill- 
bltiod in ember of the 
Aborigines' "Welfare 
Board, won first prii^^ iti the 
14-21 years section of an 
essay competitJoa organiud 
by the National Aborigines* 
Day ObsErvance Committee. 

The aim of the commit- 
ice is to ilimidate commun- 
ity interest in aborigiital 
problcTnj and, through ihc 
cmy competition, to high- 
light abori^iiiat abilities. 

The theme of the -essay, 
restricted to abariginal and 
part-aboriginal young peopfe, 
^'as "My Ancestors, the 
.'\horigines-" 

The competition was 
spoiisor<»i by ttie Rural 
Bank of N.S.W. 

In his essay Keith said 
the only thin^^ known of the 

abori^es' anco-stors was 
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that three brothers, Yarbirri, 
Mamcwm, and Qirrung, 
cajne io canoes "witli their 
wives and ehildren and 
laniled at what ist now known 
ai EvanV He^. 

They rested before mov» 
iug north, but, in the ex- 
eitement of leaving, the old 
gFaudmniher waii left behind 
i>n the beach. 

"To D«r pneeflors the 
name of Evan's Head was 
Oummiagarr," he wrote. 
*'Thc aboriginal word for 
grandmother is. Gummy. So 
perhaps the place named 
Gumming^rr originated from 
ihi* inrident." 

The three familie.i latidett 
sgiiin oa the beach between 
Byron Bay acid fiallina. 

"There is a patch ol black 
rocks on the beach," Keith 
wrote, "This mark.s where 
mir anccitors landed. 

'Yarbirri ( the oldest 
brother ) got out hi? hunting 



spear and drove its firc-tem- 
pered needlepoint hard 
into the ssnd. When he 
pulled it out, dear water 
gushed out of the sand . . . 
To this day at low tide a 
rusty stain can be seen in 
the white sand where Ydt- 
hirri diovt; his spear. 

"To otu- ancestors this wits 
a tandmarfc since time im- 
memorial.'" 

Rules of life 

The three families went 
still farther north. But at 
Bninjiwick Heads they a|;rced 
to separate. Varbirrl went 
north, Mamoom west, and 
Birrimg south. 

"ft is then said that be- 
fore they parted they planned 
that «ery boy must be taught 
(by the elde^] the la^vs i>nd 
ways hp must live, the crime 
and peiialiy — must go 
tlmiiigh petiods of fasting 
10 prepare for liard timejs." 



Sciine of the teachings, 
Keith «id, wiye that a real 
man should never complain, 
must be kind, hospitable, 
self-supporting, not gre«dy, 
always ready to taiie his 
owQ pan or the part of the 
weak, jnujt respect other 
people and their property. 

"After a fight one of the 
men should offer hii shield 
to his opponrait as an ex- 
changf for hia, If his offer 
was accepted it would mean 
they would be friends again 
and no more hard feelings- 

"I'he aged were the re^ 
sponilbilily of the eom- 
mum'ty. 

"If a hunter found a bees' 
neat in a tree he must make 
sure the tree was unmarked 
before attempting to get the 
honey. If the tree was 
marked at the butt with a 
tomahawk it meant it b^. 
longed to someone else and 
must not be toucheti," 

Keith ended his essay; 
"These and many other 
tides were made and prac- 
Uied by mir ancestors long 
he for the coming of the 
white men."

colm Oavis, It, of Forster, 
N.S.W. , was in hospital duiv 
ing an arm broken at foot- 
ball when he heard of hii 
win. 

Malcolm contrasted the 
ways aborigines lived last 
century and today. 

HLs essay ended: "AtiQri- 
gincs are no longer uncivil- 
ised outcasts. They are 
petite with character who 
liave striTed hard toward a 
better future. 

"We are proud of those 
- who have achieved so much 
and hope that in the com^ 
ing year the aborigines will 
become more ahst^rbed into 
Ihe mainstream of Austra- 
lian life." 

Mr, Drnvald McLean, of 
the N.S.W. Education De- 
partment, judge of tJic cons* 
pciiiiou, said il was pleasing
